Government Test Shows that Fully 
Dressed Chickens do Not Keep 
as T'7el! as Those Not 


HEAD AND FEET SHOULD BE OM

Some Information that Will be Inter 
eating to the Housewife in the 
Purchase for Sunday Dinner 


The poultry handling: specialists of 
the United S tates departm ent of ag 
riculture are urging housewives 
buy their chickens undraw n and with 
their heads and feet still on. 
An 
undraw n chicken, they say, shows its 
lack of freshness or its unfitness for 
rn 
food much more clearly than does 
fully dressed bird, in the dressing of 
which certain significant signs can 
easily be removed by the crafty poul 
try dresser. 
Moreover, by actual 
govern men 
tests as reported in circular >No. TO 
of the bureau 
of 
chemistry, 
fully 
drawn poultry with head and feet re­ 
moved’, decompose the most rapidly 
w hile undraw n poultry keeps much 
better than does poultry either wholly 
or partly draw n. 
T his 
is 
because 
once a chicken is opened: for cleaning 
tne delicate tissues in it are open to 
the .bacteria of the air, which m ulti­ 
ply very rapidly and soon destroy the 
flavor of the chicken,, even if they do 
not bring about actuol putrefaction. 
I ne undressed chicken 
is far 
less 
likely to be contam inated 
in 
this 
way, as the outer skin is a protection 
against the inroads of such bacteria. 
When the feet of chickens are re­ 
moved, the housewife loses one of the 
easiest 
methods 
of 
determ ining 
w hether the bird: is young 
or 
old. 
Young chickens have smooth, clean 
feet and shanks. 
Old 
birds 
have 
scaly, rough legs and buttons or spurs. 
The head of a dead 
chicked 
gives 
very clear indications 
of 
staleness. 
The head of a chicken th a t is not 
fresh will show a greenish color be­ 
low the bill, sunken eyes, a d arken­ 
ing or discoloration on the neck, all 
of which indicate decay. 
The housewife should require that 
the entrails of 
a chicken 
be 
not 
draw n or a t least should have the 
butcher draw them in lier presence. 
Moreover, the en trails of the chicken 
often show diseased conditions that 
are not evident after the bird is ful­ 
ly draw n. 
The appearonce of the en­ 
trails will help her to tell w hether 
the chicken is fresh and w hether it 
has been properly handled. 
Entrails* 
in a good chicken should be almost 
empty, round, firm 
in texture 
and 
show ing little red veins 
here 
and 
there, 
lf the intestines are full, the 
bird was not starved for 24 hours be­ 
fore killing, as it should! have been,, or 
else stand twas fed to it to increase its 
w eight and work a fraud on the buy­ 
er. 
'If the anim al heat' was not re­ 
moved) quickly and completely, the 
roundness of the intestines win be 
lost and the folds of the intestines 
will stick together. 
There also will 
be an undue am ount of sliminess and 
■an unpleasant odor which 
is 
not 
found 
in a properly 
chilled 
bird. 
T here is, of course, always some odor 
when the body cavity of a bird is op­ 
ened, even if it is just killed, but this 
odor is quite different from the pro­ 
nounced smell which comes with de­ 
cay. 
An unsrupulous dealer cannot 
foist bad birds on the housewife who 
dresses 
the 
chickens 
herself 
and 
knows how to interpret w hat she sees 
and smells. 
The skin of a chicken will tell the 
housewife w hether the .bird has been 
properly " d ry ” 
picked 
and 
"a ir 
chilled," or w hether 
it 
has 
been 
"scalded” 
in 
order 
to remove the 
feathers. 
The sBin of a dry picked 
chicken is flexible, translucent, with 
the feather papillae plainly visible 
and short h airs which have to be re­ 
moved by singeing. 
If a chicken has 
been scalded the skin is hard, thick, 
close to th e muscles u n derneath and 
alm ost free from these hairs. 
The 
skin of a dry picked chicken which 
has been chilled in water has lost the 
powdery looW which is characteristic, 
and is shiny,, thicker than when air 
chilled, an d It is scarcely possible to 
see the pink muscles underneath as 
one should be able to do. 
A w ater 
c h i l l y chicken Is also a fraud to the 
buyer because it absorbs water, which 
Is charged for a t chicken prices. 
•Housewives. should insist on a dry 
picked chicken, because the wetting 
of a chicken, and especially scalding, 
lessens or destroys the delicate flavor 
of th e meat.

breeding- Farm Crop Varieties for 
Northern Conditions,” Subject 
of an Address 


IE. J. Del w ic he, of Madison,, Wis., 
delivered an address before the Nor­ 
thern M innesott Development Asso­ 
ciation in this city recently, of w hich 
the following is a condensed report 
Tile timbered sections of northern 
Minnesota, 
northern 
Michigan 
an 
northern Wisconsin have problem's to 
solve which are very much in com 
mon. 
While there is quite a differ 
■nee in the climatic conditions and 
in the soils found throughout this 
egion, th e fact rem ains that the en 
tire section is very closely related so 
far as its needs for agricultural de 
elopmcnt are concerned. 
While 
is a fact that this region in its de 
elopment will draw to a great ex 
tent on the experience of the older 
regions adjoining it, 
it is 
equally 
tru e that this section has many pe 
culiarities which are of ai local na 
ture and which have to be solved at 
home. 
'Minnesota, like Wisconsin 
has its main experiment station te­ 
ated in the southern section where 
climatic and’ soil conditions are not 
truly representative of those which 
obtain in the upper part of the state 
presume that the agricultural lead­ 
ers of the Gopher sta te have recog 
nized this fact in locating several ex­ 
perim ental stations and dem onstra­ 
tion farm s in northern Minnesota. 
Wisconsin has acted on it by estab­ 
lishing experim ental stations at srat- 
egic points from 
the 
agricultural 
standpoint throughout th e upper* half 
of the state. 
;We now have a station 
for investigational and research work 
near Ashland, which is typical of the 
I.ak»e Superior region so far as cli 
mate is concerned, and w here the soil 
is of the red clay 
type— <a! 
variety 
which is predom inant throughout that 
section of the state. 
We have anoth­ 
er station at Spooner in 'Washburn 
county on soil of a sandy loam n a­ 
ture, a type which is found (widely 
distributed in Washburn and adjoin­ 
ing counties to the north and n orth­ 
west, and at an elevation of approxi­ 
mately eleven hundred feet above sea 
level. 
Another station 
w’as 
estab­ 
lished at ‘M'arshifleld in central VVis- 
conson, one hundred and fifty miles 
south and some distance east of Ash­ 
land. 
The soil here is a clay loam, 
which is widely distributed til rough- 
out the north central Wisconsin p la­ 
teau. \ The elevation alt this station 
is approxim ately 1,300 feet above sea 
level, slightly less than the average 
for th e central section of the state 
Dem onstration stations 
where 
the 
work/ is chiefly on. a dem onstrational 
basis have been established at other 
points throughout the northern Wis­ 
consin area. 
The settler in a new region has 
m any problems to contend with but 
one of th e most baffling is th a t of 
finding varieties of farm crops which 
are not only pure so far as type is 
concerned, but which are suited to 
his own im m ediate needs. 
We think 
it is the province of the experiment 
Station to find out for the farmer w hat 
crops to grow and how best to grow 


ease m 
a 


them. 
There is no doubt but w hat 
large number of settlers fail to make 
good because they do not hav« suffi­ 
cient knowledge as to how to grow 
crops under new conditions -and can­ 
not secure the proper crop varieties 
to begin with, 
in the older regions 
before tile advent of the experiment 
stations, the question of seed verities 
was largely solved by the farmers 
themselves but always at a great ex­ 
penditure of tim e and money. 
It is 
now recognized aw a duty of the state 
to find out w hat is best to grow in a 
given region. 
Not only 
that 
but 
w here necessary the actual produc- 
tion of new stra in s 
and 
varieties 
should be undertaken. 
In our grain breeding operations 
we have found th a i in the same var 
iety the variation in yield is great for 
the different strain s selected from it 
the rouge being sometimes as high 
as twenty-five per cent. 
in the corn work at our Spooner 
station we have found a variation of 
over forty per cent in yielding pow'er 
for different strain s of Wis, No. 25 
corn, 
in fact, the 
differences 
in 
yield for different strains in the care 
fill test which we made were rela­ 
tively greater tha'n those 'between the 
different varieties on trial. 
These 
tests were made under very uniform 
onditions 
both 
with 
regards 
to 
stand, distance between hills, soil, 
soil treatm ent and 
othen 
factors 
W ithout going into further detail 
with regards to result:; iwe wish to 
state th a t our rather varied! experi­ 
ences at the different experimental 
stations in the north have shown the 
need of crop breeding work! for local­ 
ities which differ m aterially either 
with respect to climate or soil or both. 
T he plan of work at the Wisconsin 
branch experim ent stations hate been 
losely co-ordinated with the work of 
the home station; in fact, the work at 
tnese branch stations have been di- 
isions 
of the departm ents 
doing 
woitk at the home station. 
By this 
method there is less danger of u n ­ 
necessarily duplicating work which 
can ju st as well be done at the home 
tation only or a't the branch stations. 
The problem of finding suitable 
ar let lea of corn is one deserving of 
much effort in order to properly solve 
t. 
it is also tinre that at least so 
f i r as northern 
Wisconsin 
is Con­ 
cerned, 
the 
production 
of 
proper 
strains and varieties have not been 
an easy task owing to the rath e r short 
grow ing season and the cool nights. 
The plans we have followed is brief­ 
ly as follows: At each of the stations 
above mentioned, variety tests with 
well known strain s of corn have been 
carried on,, the object being to find 
the variety which as a whole seems 
best suited to local conditions. 
We 
assume that the northern (Wisconsin 
farm er w ants to grow corn chiefly as 
a crop for the dairy farm . 
Therefore 
oui! aim is to produce an early m atu r­ 
ing variety of corn capable of produc­ 
ing a large am ount of forage and ears, 
and one which will afford1 ripe seed 
every year. 
The ear-to-row method 
has been used extensively in isolating 
the besit pure dines from the different 
varieties. 
I We have also done con­ 
siderable work! with crosses w ith the 
same end in view. 
The Wis. No. 8 
(yellow' dent), a* strain! of Minn. 'No. 
13, has given good results at Spooner 
and other points where the soil is of 
a sandy nature. 
By continued breed­ 
ing and selection of this variety we 
have improved its producing power 
and shortened its period of m aturity 
at least ten days. 
In w orking with 
Wis. No. 8 corn we found ai consid­ 
erable variation in type of ear. 
For 
a few years our object had been sole­ 
ly to produce early m atu rin g but 
high-yieldinig corn 
w ithout 
paying 
affy special attention to type of ear 
We soon discovered, 
horwever, 
th a t 
ears bearing sixteen rows and less 
were considerably earlier in m aturity 
than those which range from sixteen 
to twemty or more rows. 
Of late 
years we 
have discarded 
all 
ears 
which possess more than sixteen row's 
While th e possibilities of improving 
stan d ard varieties offer considerable 
range, it is also true th a t a lim it will 
be reached whereby the possibility of 
further Improvement within one var 
iety alone1 becomes very small. 
In a 
row test which two 
made 
a t 
the 
Marshfield Station with a pure bred 
stra in af the .Wis. No. 8, we found 
the range of yield to be very small, 
being less than four per cent. 
In our efforts to obtain com suited 
to the cool sections adjoining Lake 
Superior we found th at flint varieties 
w ere probably better adapted than the 
dents.. 
The best results were secured 
with Wis. No. 15 a strain of Michi­ 
gan Sm ut Nose corn, our object be­ 
ing to secure an emily variety of 
corn suitable for ensligae. 
This var­ 
iety has been fully ripened at Ash­ 
land1 three years out of five, and we 
have saved enough seed every year 
to continue the strain every year. 
In try in g to produce a strain of 
dent com earlier than Wis. No. 8 we 
have produced the Wis. No. 25. 
This 
was accomplished by crossing Wis. 
No. 8 with a small early yellow dent 


corn which we secured from Michi­ 
gan. 
The results with 
this 
cross 
were favorable from thp s ta rt and 
we have now iso I ait od -a strain of corn 
which w'hile capable 
of 
producing 
close to one hundred bushels of shell­ 
ed corn per acre, will ripen in ap­ 
proximately one hundred days under 
conditions such as obtain at Spooner, 
W ashburn county, in a season of nor­ 
mal tem perature. 
We are working 
towards fixing this type, making it 
unifonm in ear characters as well as 
in stock. 
We are working with o th ­ 
er varieties and have a still earlier 
variety of dent corn which may in 
time displace the No. 15 for the Lake 
Superior region. 
Work on this var­ 
iety has not proceeded* to the point 
where we can. recommend it.

has come in for a good deal of work 
at th e branch stations be ca ii se of its 
value for the dairy farm.

Their high feeding value as feed for 
stock and their place a® a human 
food command attention and suggest 
the propriety of im provem ent work 
on the part of the stations. 
Under 
favorable conditions it is probably 
true that peas will produce as much 
food per acre either directly or in­ 
directly for human consumption, as 
any small grain cuop that can be 
grow n in the north. 
We have had 
yields of upw ards of forty bushels 
per acre. 
If the time ever comes 
when varieties are so improved so as 
to be imm une to disease and suffic­ 
iently resistant to unfavorable wealth 
er conditions, it seems that their pro­ 
ducing possibilities per acre would be 
very great. 
In 
Wisconsin the pea 
growing industry is one of first rate 
importance and on this account con 
sidterable work for the improvement 
of peas fit foil caff,ning, for soup pur­ 
poses, for live stock, and for forage 
are being carried on. 
In our variety test work at A sh­ 
land with (peas, we have found, as 
in the case of small grains, that var 
ieties are badly mixed and if tor no 
other purpose than 
purifying val 
ietiee, it is necessary to produce pure 
line strains. 
This has been done and 
the fact dem onstrated that the pure 
line, if properly selected, are usually 
more productive than the stock from 
M.’hich they are derived. 
We Dow 
huve sufficient quantities of seed bred 
up at the N orthern Wisconsin1 B ranch 
stations to plant 
several hundred 
acres of pure line pea varieties. These

At the Ashland station we have 
tested out the leading commercial 
varieties of winter and spring wheat 
and also established pure lim* strain-; 
adapted td our own particular needs. 
so far as1 results have gone indica­ 
tions 
re th a t on the whole, winter 
Wheat is more desirable to grow iii 
the red clay belt along Lake Superior 
than spring wheat. 
W inter wheat is 
not so subject to rust, can be put in 
in the fall,, and where the drainage 
is good, it will produce heavier yields. 
We now hia’ve pure strains of the 
Kharkoff, Bacsca aud Pad! varieties, 
n 19)14 some hundred acres were h ar­ 
vested! by farmers in the neighbor­ 
hood of Ashland and on the Experi­ 
ment station, 
These wheats are (all 
pure Ii rte and especially bred up for 
the north. 
We are also producing 
pure line strains of spring wheat 
adapted to our northern conditions 
and have now a sufficient am o u n t to 
plant several acres.

The settler in a new region has 
many problems to contend with but 
one of the most baffling is that of 
finding varieties of farm crops which 
are not only pure so far as type is 
concerned, but which are suited to 
his own immediate needs. 
We think 
it is the province of the expeniment 
station to find out for the farmer what 
crops to grow and how best to grow 


them. 
There is no doubt but what 
large number of settlers fail to make 
good because they do not have suffi­ 
cient knowledge as to how to grow 
crops under new conditions and can­ 
not secure the proper crop varieties 
to begin with, 
in the old“r regions 
before the advent of the experiment 
stations, the question of seed verities 
was largely solved by the farmers 
themselves but always at a great ex­ 
penditure of time and money, 
it is 
now recognized «a» a duty of the state 
to find out what is hest to grow in « 
given region. 
Not only 
that 
but 
where necessary the actual produc- 
tion of new strains 
and 
varieties 
should he undertaken. 
In our grain breeding operations 
we have found that in the same var­ 
iety the variation in yield is great for 
Die different sprains selected from it. 
the range being sometimes as high 
as twenty-five per cent. 
in the corn work at our Spooner 
station we have found a variation of 
over forty per cent in yielding power 
for different strains of Wis. No. 25 
corn. 
In fact, tile 
differences 
in 
yield for different strains in the care­ 
ful test which we made were rela­ 
tively greater than th o s e 'between the 
different varieties on trial. 
These 
tests were made under very uniform 
conditions 
both 
witli 
regards 
to

Without going into further detail 
with regards to result., »we wish to 
state that our rather varied experi­ 
ences at the different experimental 
stations in the north have shown the 
need of crop bleeding work* for local­ 
ities which differ materially either 
witli respect to climate or soil or both. 
The plan of work at the Wisconsin 
branch experiment stations lias been 
closely co-ordinated with the work of 
the home station; in fact, the work at

The problem of finding suitable 
varieties, of corn is one deserving of 
much effort in order to properly solve 
it. 
it is also tune that at least so 
fa'r as northern 
Wisconsin 
is Con­ 
cerned, 
the 
production 
of 
proper 
strains and varieties1 have not been 
an easy task owing to the rather short 
growing season ami the cool nights. 
The plans we have followed is brief­ 
ly as follows: At each of the stations 
above mentioned, variety tests with 
well known strains of corn have been 
carried on,, the object being to find 
the variety which a's a whole seems 
beet suited to local conditions. 
We 
assume that the northern Wisconsin 
fanner wants to grow corn chiefly as 
a crop for the dairy farm. 
Therefor 


Olin aim is to produce an early rnatur 
lug variety of corn capable of produc 
ing a large am ount of forage and ears 
and one which will afford1 ripe seed 
every year. 
The ear-to-row method 
has been used extensively in isolating 
the best pure -lines from the different 
vanieties. 
(We have also done con 
siiderable work) with crosses with th 
same end in view. 
The Wis. No. 8 
(yellow dent), a-strain! of Minn. No 
13, has given good- results at Spooner 
and other points where the soil is of 
a sandy nature. 
By continued breed 
ing and selection of this variety we 
have improved its producing power 
and shortened its period of maturity 
at least ten days. 
In working with 
Wis. No. 8 corn we found a consid 
erable variation in type of ear. 
For 
a few years our object had been sole 
Iv to produce early 
m aturing but 
high-yieldinig corn without 
paying 
any special attention to type of ear 
We soon discovered, 
however, 
that 
ears bearing sixteen rows and less 
were considerably earlier in maturity 
than those which range from sixteen 
to twenty or more rows. 
Of late 
years we 
have discarded 
-all 
ears 
which possess more than sixteen rows 
While the possibilities of improving 
standard varieties offer considerable 
range, it is also true that a limit will 
be reached whereby the possibility of 
further improvement within one var­ 
iety alon>e becomes very small. 
In a 
row test which 'we 
made 
a t 
the 
Marshfield Station with a pure bred 
strain of the -Wis. No. 8, we found 
the range of yield to be very small, 
being less than four per cent. 
In our efforts to obtain corn suited 
to the cool sections adjoining Lake 
Superior we found that Hint varieties 
were probably better adapted than the 
dents.. 
The best results were secured 
with Wis. No. 15 a strain of Michi­ 
gan Smut Nose corn, our object be­ 
ing to secure an eauly variety of 
corn suitable for ensligae. 
This var­ 
iety has been fully ripened at Ash­ 
land three years out of five, and we 
have saved enough seed every year 
to continue the strain every year. 
In trying to produce a strain of 
dent coin earlier than Wis. No. 8 we 
have produced the Wis. No. 25. 
This 
was accomplished by crossing Wis. 


corn which we secured from Michi­ 
gan. 
The results with 
this 
cross 
were favorable from the start a n j 
we have now isolated a strain of cora 
which while capable 
af 
producing 
close to one hundred bushels of shell­ 
ed corn per aer*. will ripen in ap­ 
proximately one hundred cia vs under 
conditions such as obtain at Spooner, 
Washburn county, in a season of nor­ 
mal temperature. 
We are working 
towards fixing this type, rank cg it 
uniform in ear characters as well as 
in stock. 
We are working wit!) oili­ 
er varieties and have a still earlier 
variety of dent corn which may in 
time displace the No. 15 for the Lake 
Superior region. 
Work on this var­ 
iety has not proceeded to the point 
where we can recommend it. 
Corn 
has come in for a good deal of work 
at the branch stations because of its 
value for tile dairy farm.

Superior region is concerned, our olm 
has been to produce varieties of fair­ 
ly early maturity, not liable to severe 
lodging, and possessing much abili­ 
ty to resist

these, we have found Ped. No. 4, 
pure line strain of Early Gothland 
one of the best amongst pure line var 
ieties develop'd at the Madison sta 
tion. 
White Jewel, a large growing 
oat of medium maturity which w 
secured from -Canada, has also given 
good results- 
We are now establish 
mig pure strains of this variety and 
expect much from them. 


We are also doing work with oats 
on sandy loam soil at Spooner. 
A 
this station our. object is to secure a 
variety (Which is able to resist drouth 
owing to the rather 
low 
moisture 
holding capacity of the soil at tho 
point. 
The work at Spooner lias not 
been progressing long enough to re­ 
port any decisive results. 
Ped 'No. 
a strain of Swedish Select, and Ped 
No. 3 a strain of Tobolsk, have given 
good results. 


At the Marshfield Ktation iii Cen­ 
tral Wisconsin o n ’Colby loam soil, th* 
work with oats is just begun. 
The 
problem at that point is to find an oat 
?riety which will not lodge aud 
vihich wijl be fairly resistant to rust 
Considerable selection work aas been 
carried on at this Station toward 
realizing the end in view above out 
lined. 
Peas, both for canning and foi 
seed purposes, are -well adapted to a 
large part of the northern section of 
the country. 
Their value as a cash 
crop is well recognized in Wisconsin 
Their high feeding value as feed for 
stock and their place as a human 
food command -attention and suggest 
the propriety of improvement work 
on the part of the stations. 
Under 
favorable conditions it is probably 
true that peas will produce as much 
food lier aero either directly or in­ 
directly for human consumption, as 
any small grain cnop that can bo 
grown in the north. 
We have had 
yields of upwards of forty bushels 
per acre. 
If the time ever contes 
when varieties are so improved so 
to be immune to disease and suffic­ 
iently resistant to- unfavorable wealth 
er conditions, it seems that their pro­ 
ducing possibilities per acre would be 
very great. 
In Wisconsin the pea 
growing industry is one of first rate 
importance and on this account con­ 
siderable work for the improvement 
of peas fit foil canning, for soup pur­ 
poses, for live stock, and for -forage, 
are being carried on. 
In our variety test work at Ash­ 
land with -peas, we have found, as 
in the case of small grains, that var­ 
ieties are badly mixed and if for no 
other purpose than p u t t y i n g var­ 
ieties, it is necessary to produce pure 
line strains. 
This has been done and 
the fact demonstrated that the- pure 
line, if properly selected, are usually 
more productive than the stock from 
which they are derived. 
We now 
have sulflcient quantities of seed bred 
up at the Northern- Wisconsin' Branch 
stations to plant 
several hundred 
acres of pure line pea varieties. These 
peas are being -put in the hands of 
farmers and grown 
under* Station 
supervision. 
It is hoped to be able 
to furnish soon to the seed trade in 
general, large quantities of pure peas 
of the (Scotch Green, Green and M ar­ 
rowfat varieties. 
The canoing or peas is one of Wis­ 
consin's prominent industries and as, 
in the case of the field varieties,, the 
need of improvement is also very 
marked* 
The ravages of th e pea 
blight have indicated the need of 
better cultural methods as wrell as 
the production of pure line strains 
more or less resistant to disease. The 
branch stations have undertaken til-* 
improvement of the canning peas and 
while the results 
are not -ate far 
along as with the field peas. several 
pure line strains have been establish­ 
ed which we thing are superior to 
the ordinary varieties now gnown 
for canning. 
In t h e improvement 
work with peas as in the case of oili­ 


er crops, we have also resorted to 
crossing and now have isolated sev­ 
eral 
strains from crosse*. 
These 
strains as a rule s-how marked in 
crease in vigor, productivity and re­ 
sistance to unfavorable environment 
a1 (ondition*. 
We ire also w ork in g on the pro­ 
duction of a very large growing var­ 
iety of peas, the same to be grown in 
conjunction with the large succulent 
oat as a possible substitute for corn 
for ensilage purpose*. 
Soy beans have been grown since 
1905 on the sandy lands of N o rth ­ 
ern -Wisconsin and the results have 
been 
very satisfactory. 
I’u r e lime 
strains of the Wisconsin Barly Black 
have been established which ripen 
from ninety-dive to one hundred days 
and produce yields running up to for­ 
ty-fix** bushels per acre. 
This yield 
was secured by one of our oo-operat- 
ors in Burnett county only a short 
distance from th*1 Wisconsin-Minn- 
esota line. 
We are now prosecuting 
work with soy beans towards tile pro­ 
duction of superior strains of soy 
In atis for the production of hay, seed 
for planting and for feed, and for 
soil improvement. 
Tho tests car ted 
on at the several stations* where the 
soil is- of a 1 sandy nature have been 
very satisfactory and we feel that 
we are justified 
in 
recommending 
thai the farmer grow soy beans in­ 
stead of o a t s whereever the soil is of 
such a nature as to make tin* grow­ 
ing of oils rather unprofitable. 
We 
also recommend their culture as a 
substitute for clover where the lat­ 
ter has failed to catch for some rea­ 
son or other. 
They are also all right 
to bt* grown as a mixture with corn 
for ensilage and are well adapted to 
be hogged-off, 
We are now making 
extensive tests with soy beans var­ 
ieties and strains. 
In some of these 
tests we have strains which come 
from high latitudes 
in 
Northern 
Manchuria and Siberia. 
This work 
is being done in co-operation with 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture. 
The red clay- soils of northern and 
eastern 
Wisconsin 
(of which there 
are several million acres), are well 
adapted' to growing wheat, as our 
tests at Ashland -a'nd Superior, and in 
co-operation with farmers have am ­ 
ply demonstrated. 
At tile Ashland station we have 
tested out the leading commercial 
varieties of winter aud spring wheat 
and also established pure line strains 
adapted to our own particular needs. 
so far as- results have gone indica­ 
tions -are that on the whole, winter 
wheat Is more desirable to grow in 
the red clay belt along Lake Superior 
than spring wheat. 
Winier wheat is 
not so subject to rust, can be put in 
in tile fall,, and where the drainage 
is good, it will produce heavier yields. 
We n(iw h-a've pure strains of the 
Kharkoff, Baesea and Pad! varieties. 
Iii 1914 some hundred acres were h ar­ 
vested by farmers iii the neighbor­ 
hood of Ashland and on the Experi­ 
ment station., 
These wheats are all 
pure line and especially bred up for 
the north. 
We are also producing 
pure line strains of spring wheat 
adapted to our northern conditions 
and have now a sufficient amount to 
plant several acres.

Their activity has been 
caused by a letter from E. E. ’McDon­ 
ald of Bemidji, suggesting that some 
legislation should be 
enacted 
that 
would permit druggists in dry terri­ 
tory covered by the (Chippewa treaty 
of ‘18*55 to sell liquor for medicinal 
purposes. 
Mr. McDonald calls a tten ­ 
tion to the fact tha t the indian bu­ 
reau is enforcing the prohibition or­ 
der strictly and that under the order 
whisky 
and

Sqme of the hints suggested by the 
postmaster follows: 


“Parcel post packages containing a 
special delivery stump In addition to 
the regular postage will be given spe­ 
cial delivery service by the receiving 
postoffice. 


“ All domestic parcel post mal! may 
be insured' against loss upon payment 
of 5 cents for value nae exceeding 
$25, or IO cents for value not ex­ 
ceeding $50 iii addition to the post­ 
age, both to be prepaid with stamps 
affixed. 
Insured parcels may not be 
registered. 


“ Patrons are advised to pay strict 
attention to the matter of properly 
wrapping all pare .os to be shipped by 
parcel post.

tents may be easily examined by pos­ 
tal officials. 
When parcels arc not so 
wrapped, or when bearing or contain­ 
ing writing not authorized by law, 
the matter will be treated as of the 
first-class.

Generally I nought. 
Simply because Benjamin Franklin 
associated electricity with lightning, 
and that most peonle are more or less | 
afraid of lightning, electricity is be­ 
lieved to he a dangerous factor in 
fire hazards. 
This is not true, for 
it has been proven time and again 
that electricity causes less fires than 
a number of other things about-the 
house or office. 
Last year nearly five thousand fires 
were reported in the city of Chica­ 
go. A careful record was kept of the 
origin of thnse fires and the result 
showed that only about one per cent. 
could be laid to electricity.

one fire was caused bv lightning and 
thirty-seven by electric wires.
